REPORT OF THE RECORDING SECRETARY. 

The past year of the Academy has been tranquil and prosperous. 
While nothing of unusual interest has transpired, the results of 
routine work, in the increase of the Mu.seum and Library and the 
issue of the puldieations, are matters of congratulation. The 
difficulty of securing desirable attendance at the meetings, noticed 
in my last report, continues, the committee appointed to look after 
the interests involved having been active only during the latter part 
of the year. Better results may lie secured for the coming sessions.

Thirty-three of these have been printed, two have been returned 
to the authors, and nine remain in the editor’s hands awaiting publi- 
cation. 

The papers Ijy Mr. Clarence B. Moore and Dr. Hrdlicka con- 
stitute the first part of the sixteenth volume of the Journal. It 
forms, as usual, a beautiful contribution to anthropological science. 
The expense of i)iibliea^on has been borne b}' ]Mr. Moore. 

The contribution from Miss Annette F. Braun begins the second 
part of the sixteenth volume of the Journal. It will be illustrated 
by text figures and by two fine plates printed in color and furnished 
by the author. 
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The ])urts of the Proceedings publislied have amounted to 
670 pages and 25 ])lates. Mr. Moore’.s contribution to the Journal 
embraces 102 pages and two plates beautifully printed in color, 
besides a number of fine halftone illustrations. Of the Transac- 
tions OF THE American Entomological Society (Entomological 
Section of the Academy), 24S page.s and 20 plates have been pub- 
lished, and of the Entomological News 432 pages and 14 plates 
have appeared. Two numbers of the ^Manual of Conchology, 
consisting of 112 pages and 27 plates, make the total output for the 
year 1,564 pages and 94 plates. 

A careful revision of the e.xchange list has been made by Mr. Fo.x, 
Letters have been sent to a number of derelict societies a.>^king for a 
sup])ly of deficiencies and announcing a suspension of corresjiondence 
until their indebtedness be cancelled. This action has been produc- 
tive of some good results. 

Eight members and one correspondent have been elected. The 
deaths of sixteen members and six eom‘S])ondents have been an- 
nounc(‘d. Resignations of membership have been accepted from 
Joshua L. Railey, William 8. Xeweomet, and S. Harbert Hamilton. 

The Curator of the William S. Vaux Collections, the Custodian of 
the Isaac Lea Collections, and the isolicitor of the Academy in position 
last year were reappointed by the Council. 

The interest so loyally manifested during his life by tin' Rev. 
Leantler T. Chamberlain in the condition and growth of th<‘ collection 
of Eocene fossils associated with the memory of his father-in-law, 
Isaa<‘ Lea, was further shown by a beiiuest of S5,000 for tin* care and 
increase of the collc'ction. Dr. Chamberlain died May 10, 1913. 

A bequest of .S10,000 has been received from Miss Anna Blanchard, 
who died Angu^t 2, 1913. 

The Academy formally thankeil Dr. Thomas Biddle for the 
valuabl(‘ additions he lias made to tlie munmalian collections, 
especially for tlu^ skeletons luul mounted sp(‘cimens of anthropoids. 

I r(‘gret to report that a bill whi(*h had passed the Senate and 
House of R(‘pr(‘S(aitativ(\s, ap])ropriating StHl.OOO to the Academy, 
failed to receive tin* signature of the Covernor and was therefore 
inoperative.

Miss Harri(‘t X(“well Wardle was reappointed on th<' ftanale branch 
of the endowment.
